The Mexican bean beetle has been
reported by Government scouts at
two points in the northwestern cor-
ner of this state; Long Creek
and a point near Easlev. The spread
of this pest has been =o fapid dur-
ing the spring and sumtver that it
will possibly spread over much more
territory befere belng stopped by
winter. This an especially de-
siructive pest to all kinds of bean:
in the garden and to cowjpens. The
grubs, which do the princinal feed-
ing, are one.foutrh to three-eights of
an inch long, cf a bright yvellow color
and covered with spines which dre
branched and colored black the
tips. !
